As Flash Flood inundates Parts 


Of BrowGwood Last Week-End 


A O. Brannan. of Brownwood. 
former Indian Gap farmer and 
well known 
in Comanche, was 
drowned in a flood at Brown- 
wood Saturday accordin'’ to Sun­ 
day's Brownwood Bulletin which 
in the following article describes 
the flood as the worse to hit that 
city since 1900: 
What old time residents said 
was Brownwood*» worst flood since 
1910 Saturday claimed one life 
and damaged 200 homes, forcing 
750 persons to flee for their lives 
or be rescued. 
The body of A. O. Brannan. 69. 
retired, 
who 
drowned 
when 
a 
small boat sank, was taken from ,, 
the Adams Branch area near East} 
01 
Broadway, not far from the Brown 
County courthouse, late Saturday. 
Brannan and a boy companion 
were negotiating the half-m ile-. 
wide flood area between Lamkin' 
Brothers store and the first Y 
when

boat became 
water­ 
logged and went down. The boy 
was rescued, but the aged man 
apparently could not swim. 
Fred Y. Bell, who saw* Bran­ 
nan go down, said the drowning 
man did not seem able to swim. 
Rescuers, including soldiers in as­ 
sault 
boats, 
searched 
through­ 
out much of the day for the body. 
Saturday night, the water had 
receded, and'residents returned to 
their homes, but many were un­ 
able to stay because bedding was 
soaked.

County watermelon crop was m ar­ 
keted here Monday of this week 
when Homer Wilson and Virgil 
Cox. both of Comanche. Rt. 
1. 
brought in truck loads of melons. 
Tiie melons sold at about 2 1 ¿c 
per pund, 
“The melon crop i nthe county 
is very short this year." says Lew­ 
is Bowers and J. J. Westbrook, 
local dealers in fruits and melons, 
who explain that they estimate 
that there will be < nly one-fourth 
to one-third of a normal crop. 
The acreage is small, in com­ 
parison with former years, and 
then too. heavy spring rains wash­ 
ed up many melon seeds, Mr. 
Bowers continues. 
Steady movement of melons is 
exp«cted in the county all next 
week with melons beginning to hit 
in quaintity about the end 
of 
next week. 
Cantaloupes, which are selling 
here at $1.50 to $2.50 per bushel, 
are coming in fast, but the crop 
is also short. Heavy movements 
of peaches continue here and at 
De Leon, with most peaches sell­ 
ing at $1 to $1.50 bushel.

President Trapp already has as­ 
sumed her office, to which she 
was elected June 14 by college 
trustees who stipulated that her 
elevation to the presidency was 
of June 1, succeeding T. H. Hart, 
resident.

Trapp knows well the school’s 
needs. 
Until about twelve years ago 
Daniel Baker was controlled by 
the Presbyterian Church. Then 
until April the school was direct­ 
ed by a board a majority of whose 
members were Presbyterians. 
The board that took over two 
months ago. representing all de­ 
nominations is composed of fif­ 
teen members. J. R. Holley is 
chairman. Mrs. Trapp was a mem­ 
ber of this board and its secre­ 
tary.

The new president is familiar in 
every respect with Daniel Baker s 
past achievements. She will tell 
you, net boastfully, but with pride 
in her voice, that the college has 
sent out five times more teachers 
than any institution its si <

She also will tell you that three 
former students of Daniel Eaker 
served at the same time as c < I- 
lege presidents in Texas; Dr. Um- 
phrey Lee, of Southern Methodist 
University, Dallas; the Rev. Frank

Hart, who recently resigned as 
Daniel Baker president. 
Renovation Planned. 
President Trapp places a valua­ 
tion of approximately $350,000 on 
the physical properties of Daniel 
Baker, including grounds, build­ 
ings, equipment and endowment 
The late S. R. Coggin, probably 
the school’s most liberal benefac­ 
tor, provided that his estate, at 
j the death of his w ife, revert to 
the institution. Buildings will be 
renovated and grounds beautified 
before the beginning of the 1945- 
46 fall term.

under 
the guidance of the new president 
is in the making, concerned, pri­ 
marily, with the inauguration of 
additional courses. One of these 
will be the department of busi­ 
ness administration. Then, too. 
there will be a speech department, 
with special attention to radio 
work. 
To make it particularly appeal­ 
ing to boys there will be, said 
Mrs. Trapp, courses in agricul­ 
ture. 
Elaborating on her statement 
that too frequently colleges have 
not kept their courses abreast of 
the times, President Trapp said: 
“Children now get from the radio 
what once was obtainable only by 
and through a college course.” 
She has definite, positive and 
concrete ideas about education. 
She holds that education consists 
of something besides the know­ 
ledge obtained sol« ly from text­ 
books. You have to live with oth­ 
ers. have an ideal of service to 
make education full-

The drowning occurred at 7 p m. 
Tire body was recovered 45 m in­

Artificial respiration 
for 30 minutes failed to revive 
Brewster. 
Reports indicated that Brewster 
had started to swim across the 75 
foot tank with his son. Randal 
W. Brew-ter. 5. on his back. When 
nearly a« ross, he went down, pos­ 
sibly due to cramps, and both he 
and the boy sank. 
A. P Townsend. Mr. Brewster's 
brother-in-law. dived into the tank 
and tried to rescue Brewster and 
the boy, but both w« r«' submerg­ 
ed and could not be iound im­ 
mediately. 
After a short time 
the boy’s 
body camt 
d 
«irface. and Mr. 
Townsend brought Randal to the 
bank, whe re he was revived by 
artiiu ial respiration. The boy is 
in Brownwood Memorial Hospital, 
and is expected to recover.

FSA Farm Water 


Leans Available 


With two out of every three 
farms in Texas and ‘Comanche 
County stiil lacking adequate wat­ 
er facilities, the Farm Security 
Administration on July 1 launches 
its fifth year of work to correct 
this situation, according to Roy 
J. Peace. FSA Supervisor. 
The FSA water facilities pro­ 
gram. an integral part of the 
agency's effort to make the small 
farmer self-sustaining, operates in 
seventeen western and southwest­ 
ern states. Peace said. Farm own­ 
ers or operaters who cannot ob­ 
tain 
adequate 
credit

The loan may run as long as 
20 years with interest at three 
per cent. 
“Lack of water definitely affects 
the income of the individual farm 
family,” said Mr. Peace. “Milk 
production often is increased as 
much as 20 per cent when cows 
have enough clean water.” 
The FSA goal is safe drinking 
water for the family, fresh water 
at all times for livestock and poul­ 
try. and storage of suitable water 
for irrigation of the garden plot. 
“Often a loan for as little as 
$200 will provide water facilities 
for all these purposes,” Mr. Peace 
emphasized.

to suit the particular needs of 
that farm as to size, family re­ 
quirements and livestock enter­ 
prises.”
